Pay Your Taxes.

The following circular has been issued by
comptroller-General Bratton, =pproved bj
Gov. Hagood ;

¢:Simple taxes paid when due meet all the
demands o. .he State upon the people. It is
not only the duty of the people, but their
interest, especially in this disastrous year, to
pay promptly and avoid penalties.

“From reports received at this office, it
geems neccessary, in order to afford all ample
opportunity to escape additional burdens, to
exercise the limitad discretion allowed by law
in the premises.

“You are anthorized fo postpone the en=-
forcement of penalties, and collect simple
taxes until the teoth day of November next.

After that date penalties attach and must
be collected.”

Edgefield in Flames.

Ebcsrierd, October 30.—Edgefield is- in
ashes. The business part of the town hasbeen
totally destroyed. Only three small stores be-
ing left. There are not provisions enough in
the town to feed it forty-eight hours. The new
paper, the Chronicle, was burned out. The
Advertiser’s building and property are safe.
The fire broke out just before dawn in the
large livery stable of the Tillman Hotel.
